The Cochran's commaudor has given notice 
that he will blockade Iquiqui on the 20th 
inat. The Peruvian government has re- 
ceived a telegram from the consul aj; Iqui- 
qui, ati^ing that tlie variom cooauU 
going to protest agahist the blockade. The 
blockade extends to Coquimbo. All the 
telegraph wires north of Valparaiso have 
been cut. 

CiTT OF Mk.xico, Jan. 1,5. — It is alleged 
that the Chilean government allows no aia- 
patches to bo sent out of the country. 
Nevertheless it is avowed that the condi- 
tions of Chili are that of an urined peace ; 
that tho government is conoeutrating mili- 
tary forces, and that the Chilian congress 
will demand the resignation of the president 
of the r.epublic. 

LoNDO.N, flan. 15. — A dispatch received 
here from Valparaiso, to-day, stated that 
the Chilean men-of-war liave given notice 
that they would begin a l)lockadc of the 
port of l(|uique January 'JO. Additional 
dispatchea declare tho porta of Chili are 
blockaded iu order to interrupt tho nitrate 
trade. 

Washington Citv, Jan. 15,— The press- 
ing need of more ships on the Facifio sta- 
tion now bids fair to result in an increase 
of Admiral Brown's squadron by ut leaat 
one ship, and that one will probably bo the 
new cruiser Son Francisco, now fitting out 
at tho Mare lalaiid yard, and heretofore in- 
tended to be sent to China, to become Ad- ' 
miral Belknap'a llagship.

TbU town 
is on ' an Indian trail 'and in a 
valley once called u lucky battlefield by 
tho reds. Though 250 miles inland, Buffalo 
is a city of nearly 4,000 inhabitants, with 
electric lights and water works. The ranch- 
men have ilocked to the place. They have 
an equipped militia company and 100 stands 
of uriiis for the use of the citizens. There 
is a company of infantry at Fort MoKinney, 
three iniies away. A correspondent says 
this force is scarcely suflicicnt to protect 
tho town.

Oliicial information was given to the 
press, to-day, that, unless the redskins sur 
rendered their guns, General Miles 
would begin a forcible 4 disarming. 
With this end in view, General 
Miles has ordered that no civilians shall 
visit the hostile camp, aa their preseuce 
would be likely to embarrass him should 
there be a fight. Gen. Miles said tn-day 
that the Indians were still aullon and ugly. 
Before they broke camp, yesterday, they 
wantonly destroyed a new mowing machine 
belonging to a rancher. They then entered 
rancher (/eorgo Kuloff'a ehaok and destroyed 
his pictures und dishes. Gen. Miles held a 
council to day with Young-man-afraid-of- 
hia-horse, High Hawk, Turning Bear and 
Two-Strikes, and told them to bring in the 
rest of the guns. Turning Bear replied they 
hid no control over the Indians from the 
Standing Rock and Cheyenne river agencies, 
but they would h )ld a council with them 
this afternoon, and endeavor to induce them 
to surrender their arms. Five hundred 
Chcyennes, under Little Chief, started to- 
day for Tongue river, where they will join 
their tribe.

Knrder of lunli Bee. 

WKS-noHSTKB, RCi, Jan. 16.— Slumach, 
the murderer ojrXronis Bee, was hanged at 
8. o'clock this morning in the jail yard here. 
The crime for which ho suffered the extreme 
penalty of the law was committed on Sep- 
tember 8th last, on Lillooet slough, near 
Pitt River. Bee and some friends were 
trout fishing, and Slumach appeared on the 
scone with hia gun, and Bee said, "Well, 
you devil and pagan, what are you shooting 
here?" Without a moment's hesitation 
Slumach raised hia gun and emptied the 
contents into the half-breed's breast, and he 
fell dead. Slumach then carried the body 
to his canoe, ond sunk it in the middle of 
the river. Ho then took to the mountains, 
and was not captured for several weekti. ; 

Slumach slept well last night and eat » 
hearty breakfast thia morning. He waa 
cheerful to the last, and walked to tho 
scaffold without a tremor. Rev. Father 
Moragn, who had been in constant attend- 
ance on the condemned man ever since his 
sentence, and had succeeded in converting 
him to Christianity, baptized him at 8 
o'clock. The march to the scaffold com- 
menced a few minutes before 8 o'clock. 
Slumach faced the crowd, and quietly 
allowed the noose and cap to be adjusted. 
At 8 o'clock sharp the bolt was drawn and 
the drop fell. The drop was 8 feet 5 inches, 
and tho neck was broken by the fall. No 
struggle was noticeable at any time, and in 
3 minutes 58 seconds, the doctors announced 
life to be j'extinot. ' ; After, hanging for 20 
mihutea the body was out dbwn.and. buried.

A HEROINE OF THE SEA, 

She Navlcutea a Fevei-:j rickm Bnrk Safelr 
Into Port, Aided Only by the HecoBd 
Vate of tbe Veisal. 

> New Tobk, Jan. . 15.— The iteomah^ ' 
Alva, from Port Lfmon, Hayti, arrived here' 
to-day, and brought to this city Miss Maud ' 
Annis, the daughter of the captain of the 
bark James H. Hamlin, who navigated the 
veaa^l and took her aofely, to . port while 
her father and crew were: aaffering frohi 
fever. Miss Annis is 18 years old, alight of 
stature, has black liair imd 1 spkrkling eyea. 

She waa very modest when apoken to 
about her heroic act. Three weeka ago the 
bark was reported by the ateamship New- 
port as being off Navassa, on December 12, 
with all hands ill with yellow fever. One 
man stood at tho wheel, despite his sickness. 

The Hamlin left St. Lucia for Mobile ou 
November 30th. Two days after leaving, 
tho crow began to complain of illness one by 
one. On the lifth day the captain diag- 
nosed tho complaint as yellow fever. Texas 
Smith, tlie first mate, was tho first to suc- 
cumb to the disease. On December 2nd, 
he (lied and waa buriedat sea,, Three days 
later, two more of the'' crew' took to their 
berths. 

On December 10th, Capt. Annis had to 
follow the others, leaving the 
caio of ttio vessel to tho sec- 
ond mate und Ids daughter. Tho latter 
took her place at the wheel, while the mate 
adjuated tho sails. The Newport hove in 
sight on Dccomher 15th. The steamer waa 
signalled that they were stricken with yel- 
low fever, and that their food had given 
out. 

The surgeon was sent from the Newport 
together with some food. Capt. Annis 
wanted the steamer to tow him to port, but . 
this the captain could not do. He offered 
to put a man on board to pilot the vessel, 
but that Capt. Annis did not want and the 
steamer went nn her way. Misa Annis and. 
the mate continued to work the vessel until 
near Aux Cayos when the former fell ill. 
A pilot happened along just in time to take 
charge of the bark and take it to port. 
Miss Annis was taken to the hoiise of the 
Britiah conaul, where ahe remained for two 
weeks, until ahe recovered.

The Coroner's luvestifiration Into the 
Causes of the Wharf liisaster 
Coududed. 



Every Precaution Had Been Taken to 
Make the Strnctnre Safe and 
Substantial. 



After thieo hours' work, the coxoner's 
juiy empanelled to inquire into the 
causes" leading up to the recent disuatot 
at the Outer wharf brought in their vor- 
diob at 1 o'clock, yesterday afternoon. 

The first witness examined when tho 
jury met was the man Carlson, whoso de- 
position was taken at the Jubilee hospit- 
al. He could tell little more than had 
been already recorded regarding tho oir- 
cumstancea attending the accident. His 
story was sliort^aiid his escape from 
death misht bo ascribed to sheer good 
luck. 

Returning to the City hall, the first 
witness called was 

Walter PauU, who deposed as follows : 
I was packing salmon at the Outer wharf. 
I was t.utaide thealjed on ilio . day.pf the 
accident, 1 have seen the wharf since, 
but hHTC never been underneath. I was 
on the top tier, Fox spoke to me ; I folt 
the floor sinking. I said to Fox, "the 
■hed is Roing down," and I made a move 
to get down. Fox said, "are you going 
do^fn," and I said " yes." There was no 

• on^, juat a sinking. 1 got off, the tier ; 
Fox said, "are you going out?" I said 
*'yeB." My intention was to go out to 
•ee Capt. \Viau or Brown and spaak to 
them about tho sinking of tlie slioJ, I 
just (jot outside, but had not tiniu to 
apeak, when the crash carao. lb waa 
about half a moment before the craaii 

. came. 

To Mr. Irving — I walked to the end of 
the shed ; it was then I met Capt. Wise ; 
I began to apeak to him, and. just then I 
heard the first crash ; Fox asked me if I 
was going down, and I said "Yes." He 
asked me to work at tho piles ; I was 
waiting for salmon to come. 

To the jury— Made no attempt to got 
down before 1 felt tho first sinking. 

Capt. Frank W. Wise, sworn, said : 1 
had charge of this wharf. ; heard' last wit- 
ness' statement ; he met nie' at the eqd 
of the shed ; the south end ; Mr. Rithet 
and I were talking ; wo said wo would go 
in and look in tho shed ; just then we 
, lieaid the crash ; PauU was about 50 feet 
Away J I have been under the wharf sov- 
«raltimea, and looked at it; it was all 
1>uilb' veiy much the same ; part of the 
vharf is built on land ; most all is on 
land, except over the little gully ; 
the aides of the gully are rock, 
it makes a khjd of basin ; a man 
could walk down tho rock sides. Some 
of the piles wore resting on rocks, some 
were three feet long, and-others four feet. 
Some we^ra foiir fejat and some at irregu- 
lar diatanbeB.' Tbbre niight bo a spar 14 
feet apart on the north side. I don't 
know how it was under the break. The 
piles might slip on the rocks, and I sup- 
po«e they would put them on the flat part 
of the rock. I think there were braces 
underneath. There were no horizontal 
'braces tbat I know of< I don't think the 
piles were sot in cemdnt. 

To Mr. Irving— Sometimes in summer 
we have ilour in the shed. Salmon is 
stored in it at this tune of the year. An 
' eza^nationwasmadein anticipation of tho 
salmon coming down. Mr. Turple and 
two other ciirpenters. fixed the wharf 
up in good shape. The boxes were piled 
fifteen high, which is the usual height. 
There was 300 tons weightinthesame space 
of the building, about fifteen feet away 
irom this, for months, last winter. Have 
liad flour piled forty high there. I saw 
Paull come out of the shed door. Ho wai 
walking. : J I ca^i't tell whether fast or 
aiow. Faull most have travelled about 
225 feet from the time he left the pile 
until I saw h m. There were 3,087 of 
one ma-k, and 1,502 of another, in all 
about 4,600 cases over tho portion of tho 
floor where tho break occurred. There 
were about 1,000 cases remained intact in 
the west aide of the building. There was 
about 3&'^nB to be deducted * from the 
160 tons,' 

To a juror — I was never warned that 
there waa danger. Tho wharf was re- 
paired two mouths ago. Wo have had 
300 or 4Q0^tonB at limes in it, about 
double»the 'amount of - the salmon tbat 
w<w there.., > ~' 

• ^o'M^llry^i-^'Mj^, Tif^le was there 
aljourtliree 'weeks ago, examining the 
wharf. Two examinations were made m 
two months. 

To a juro'-- — I don't think that a log 
could kncick u pile out. 

'To Mr. Irvint; — Mr. Turplo told me I 
«0iild pilo salmon up to the roof, after 
his'i apection. 

Williani Turple, called : I am a sliip 
builder. Built tho wharf referred to livu 
years ago. 1 examined it about f(.air 
weeks ago. J knew what purposu the 
wharf was to be put to. for storing salmon. 
I made some repnira t ■ the west end of 
the wharf and tiglitened up the loose 
piles. When I left it, it was strong 
enough to bear any weight that mi^ht be 
put upon it. This part, in my opinio", 
was tho strongest part. It was a beii 
rock foundation ; it could not have come 
out unless it had slipped. 

To Mr. Taylor — The caps were 01 feet, 
oxtendiui^ all along the building. My 
opinion la that some drift must have 
shifted this pile off itia base. A log oi 
considerablo sizu could get in on acc(nnit 
of the liigii tide 1 tely. I did not see thi- 
pile lately. It was allright when I last 
saw it. It was nut out of plumb at all. 
In deep water cement is used to keu)) 
these piles, in position. There was 
cement on the.'bw.se'of this pile. In short 
piles, when there is any danger of then] 
slipping, tlioy a e braced. The pilo that 
slipped ivns, I think, the one on thi' north 
bank of the ravine. Tho base of 
tho rock had buon levelled olf on wliicli 
to set thu pile. A log floating in wnuUl 
probably disturb thu pile. It could not 
have bappenod with) tbe^weight: of salmon 
on it. There were some short logs drift- 
ing undoriieath there. 

'j'o n juror —Thoro is no evidence of 
the otlier piles having slipped. 

To Mr. Irving — 1 considered at tin- 
time of my inspection that the piles weri 
fluQlciently braced and every precaution 



had been taken. There had been a hori- 
zontal base picked out upon the rock on 
which the piles were set. 

To Mr. Taylor — Tho caps were round, 
flattened a little on the top. Tliey would 
not be weakened while tho piles were 
there. This particular pilo was four or 
five feet I0m the western pile. 

To a juror — The pile being knocked 
out, and the consequent leaving of 23 
feet unsupported,; ^would cause a weak 
spotbotwoon the 'two piles. 

John Keen, C. E., testified as follows : 
I am a civil engineer of Victoria ; was 
articled in Wi stminstor, England, and 
have had twenty-four years' practical ex- 
porioiice ill general construction works in 
England, the United States and other 
parts of the world ; am familiar with 
strains and stresses on materials ; made 
an examination of thia wharf and waro- 
house onJ. the' :13th ihst ; found tho con- 
struction to be as follows : Fiftsen piles 
about 14 inches square in some cases 
and in othertt 15 inches in diameter ; dis 
tant from each other 10 feet average, 
and of various lengths, to suit the un- 
dulating surfaco of the rock which forms 
the bsaia of the structure ; these lengths 
will average' about eight feet; thesoi' piles, 
from the 'relation of Uie diameter'to their 
length, are practically outside the possi- 
bility of hi iiig crushed with any weight 
which could bo placed upon them in such 
a structure, their totfil sectional area 
being 2,1(50 inches. Upon these piles 
are placed caps, 14, 15 and 16 inches in 
diameter, resting on the piles in an east- 
erly and westerly direction, an(^ securely 
fastened thereto. Upon these caps were 
placed joists, 4x11 in., well spiked to the 
caps referred to. These joists were then 
covered or flaored with 3x11 inch planks, 
spiked to tho joists last mentioned. This 
whole structure wns soundly constructed 
of good solid lumber, live, well grown, 
and very free from defects such as knots, 
shakes, etc., and evidently well selected. 
The irhijle fabric, even now, subjected as 
it has been to such severe strains and 
shocks from the bhistins; of rock, etc., in 
the iiiiiiiL'diato vicinity, and the accident 
itself, shows no inherent weakness of con 
Btruction. The men have stated that the 
salmon cases were piled 15 in height; if 
this, were 80, the total weight upon the 
area whieh went down would be 189 tuns, 
or aboiit'^60 Ibis, per foot of floor space. 
Calculations show, from the i.uinorous 
experiments that have been carefully 
made of fractured timbers, etc., in otliur 
accidents, and experience shows, that this 
flooring should not have gone down with 
so small a weight as 189 tons, and should 
have withstood 494 tons, .The character 
of the breakage is as follows: The cap 
spanning the longest opening, i. e. , be- 
tween the ten-foot (apace) piles is still 
Continued on Pane Six.

THE MOBAL REFORM MOVBMEHT. 

To TUB Editor:— In your roferonco 
to Mr. Wilson's, meeting, on Wednosdiiy 
evening, you are good caough to montion 
niv namo in connection with the unseenv 
ly'disturbiinco that was kept up through 
out the entire evening, bavo during the 
priviie<'ed half-hour when Mr. Grant wa8 
apeakiCg. 1 ntjreo with you that it af- 
fected some in favor of Mr. Wilson, who 
had boon on the other side until their oyea 
■were opened by the facts there deve- 
loped. It affected me only by denying 
mo the privilege of saying a few things, 
by wky of defence and correction, which 
I wanted to have said. Now that the 
election is over, one might be disposed to 
permit the issuoa to subside, as only being 
incidents of such events, were it not that 
the moral refoiiu movomenfc was not 
started with the election specifically 
view. That event wis only an incident in 
itj» course. The result of their compara- 
tively trifling work has surprised no one 
more than the reformers themselves. It is 
a hopeful and encouraging sign, that the 
evils attacked are so nei^ousaiidexoitable, 
It is the " shadow of death and the fore- 
cast of judgment" they feel. It would 
have been laughable, but for the daily 
tragedy behind it all, to see how alarmed 
they were and how the liquor interest 
acknowledged kinship by flying to the 
Dupport of the nameless enormity which 
a few simple but determined men asked 
the city council to endeavor to curb and 
repress. If they are so afraid of these 
few feeble reformers, surely they will find 
the wrath of Almighty God to bo a poor 
investment. If they don't bohevo m 
such wrath, many of their poor victims 
do, who are sufi'ering the penalty of out- 
raged moral and physical law, sumo of 
whom our precious and noble Christian 
,, -women, at the peril of their own Uves in 
' Bome cases, are trying to savet i-i^iii!;;".? ' 
Lately, we have heard much of 
♦'meddling cler-jynion," what they 
sliould and what they should not 
do. Now, I want to know, in 
the name of sincere common sense, what 
right of citizenship a man abdicates when 
lie becomes a minister of the Gospel. 
Nay, more serious still; what authority 
has he to abdicate any such right ? If I 
choose, from motives of expediency of a 
right kind, to refriun from the exerci.so of 
aprivileyo of speech or action, that is 
the inalienable right of each and all, it i.s 
forme to bo the judge in so serious a 
step. 1 bow to the dictation of no man 
ill th(!so siiored mattjirs, as I would not 
allow myself in the impertinence of 
dictating' to another. I avow myself a 
joyous and fearless lover of tliis freedom 
to do right. 

It has been chnvgod tliat ministers 
have come down from their " high posi- 
tion" to interfere with politics. Is the 
pulpit hijgh and politics low ? Is not this 
the truth rather, that either politics or the 
pulpit are degraded when degraded men 
occupy theni, and then only? Why should 
' politics be considered less sacred than 
the pulpit, or the politician's calling 
less holy than the vocation of the clergy- 
luau \ Surely such medieval crudities 
cunuot much influence the intelligence of 
a day like ours. A littlo elementary 
knowledge, a littlo robust common sense, 
is all that is needed to set it right. Re- 
lifjion iias everything to do with politics. 
What is politics to a Christian man, but 
his religious principles applied to aflairs 
of State ? As long as our pews are full 
of voters, tho sermons must be full of 
the moral principles bearing upon all 
politics. The trouble is that our pews 
have too long banished politics frdin their 
precincts and left it for tho saloons to 
rule over that d iniain — more f opine than 
they will over do it again. 

It was said, tho otlier night, that out of 
similar clerical interference much blood- 
ahed had rosultod in by-gone days. Now, 
we all know that often old things 
Tu-appbar under otiier guises; How then 
stands the case when we talk not niere 
■words and names, but of things and re- 
alities ? In tho days of persecution re- 
ferred to, when blood flowed like water, 
dospotiam and tyranny, bapti.sod with 
tho namo of religion, sought to do what l 
Did they try to expose ovils and reform 
abuses as these reformers and meddling 
clergymen hhve sought to do here t Nay, 
verily, but they tried to quench tho light 
of free speech by quenching the lives of 
those who wero audacious enougii to ex- 
1)030 the ovila of their day. This is no 
antiquated thing, it is a modoiii criuie. 
How singularly, then, tho speaker of 
AVednQbday night failed, to identify the 
obnoxious ministers with the old-time 
persecuting priests, and how unwitting ho 
dropped tho no'so upon his own nock as 
the real criminal, tho lineal descendant of 
those of old whose memory ho so Justly 
o.XBcrated. 

Those are a few things I had jotted 
down to say on Wednesday jQight, but 
was denied the privilege.' On this ac- 
count I ask your kind consent to intro- 
duce thom into your columns, if you can 
And them room.

THE FIRST TAX IN VICTORIA. 

To THE Editor:- — It soems advisable 
to put a head to the tale of tho first House 
of Assembly, published in The Coloni.st, 
January Ist, 1891. A couple of years ago 
I related a story about the imposition of 
the first tax in Victoria bjr the Logislativo 
Council. How on this occasion Captain 
Lawtnn, who had been discussing politics 
with "spirit," ran about Wharf street, 
crying " no taxation without representa- 
tion," etc., etc. He created considerable 
amusement — that's all. 

The cause of the levying of this tax was 
the necessityof providing for local require- 
ments; there being lots of these compara- 
tively little things. At this time thero 
were very few officers, and the govern- 
ment was conducted with economy con- 
sistent with efficiency. 

The license law, of course, went to Her 
Majesty's Government for consent or dis- 
allowance. I am not aware that they did 
cither, but sUence gave consent. 

A year or so afterwards, however, the 
Governor received instructions to call to- 
gether a legislature, in accordance with 
the instructions contained in his commis- 
sion, because it was doubtful whether 
lawia could be made and taxes imposed 
other than by a logielaturo composedeithor 
entirely or partly of members elected by 
the colonists. It would thus appear that 
Captain Lawton was right and probably 
that the tax imposed by Governor Doug 
las and council on those who sold spiritu- 
ous li(|uor8 led to the unusually early 
formation of the House of Assi-mbly. 

In my story published in The Colonist 
Ist January, 18!)1, I could not go into 
detail of the work done by tho House of 
Assembly, but any one who chooses to 
examine their proceedings, will find that 
they discussed most of the subjects that 
are still being discussed at the present 
day, and with intelligence, apd sincerity, 
certainly equal to the HOuse of the pres- 
ent and assuredly much more disinterest- 
edly. Later "houses" enjoy tho stock 
plays, scenery and effects loft and still 
uied for tiie annual exhibition of the 
"legitimate political drama." If the first 
House had done nothing more, than 
keeping in safety and transmitting to 
posterity representative institutions, it 
would deserve well of tho country; it did, 
however, many tilings of great value, 
besides, such as the Act for tho Eo;;iatra- 
tion of Deeds, and several othei-s. Hero, 
however, let it bo remembered, that Sir 
Matthew Begbie and G. Hunter Carey, 
tho attorney-general, had 'ere this arriv- 
ed, and so had several Jother officers still 
in tho country. 

Most assuredly, tho .".ccount of this 
Ilouac given by Bancroft is an outrageous 
libel upon all concerned. My historietto 
only relates to " ways and means" and 
fights for "a principle." I was just as 
bad as any,and take my share of praise or 
blame. J. S. Belmckbn.

BREACH OF PROMISE. 

Ought actions of breach of promiso of 
Biarriage to be aboliahedt is a question 
•which was lately diacusaed in the English 
iiewBpapora. There are men who are un- 
charitable enough to say that such actions 
are generally a species of legiil blackmail- 
ing, and therefore should nok be toler- 
ated. Sir Roper Lethbridge baa a per- 
ennial bill for the abolition of such ac- 
tions. It has nob yet been seriously con- 
■sidered by Parlianient, buk Sir - Boper ia 
paraeveiingi and he expeots to be able to 
get his pet measure througli the Legisla- 
ture before he dies.. 

Breach of promise actions, though 
serious enough to both plaintifl' and de- 
fendant, are treated lightly by the gen- 
eral public. There ia aoniething exceed- 
ingly ludicrious to some people in tho idea 
of a woman seeking a money compensa- 
tion for disappointed hopes and blighted 
aifeotions. People are prepared to laugh 
irhenever they begin to read the report 
«f a broach of promise trial. Tho love 
letters that are read by council, and tho 
admissions and revelations made' by the 
witnesses are sources of amusement of 
which the public never seem to get tired. 
Trials of this kind are regarded as being 
as "good as ii play." Tho luadui' or the 
hearer soema to forget that what is such 
fun to him may bo very sad earnest to 
the injured party. Letters that appear 
▼ery silly when read in a court of law 
may have been the outpouring of 
lionest affection and the terms of endear- 
ment, which, when' iitterad . in public in 
the hearing..of 'an'unsympathetip crowd 
may seem very ridJbulouii ; may' have 
aounded perfectly natural aiid very 
pleasant to tho person to' 'whdm they 
were addressed. There are very few 
people who could afford to have all they 
say in the course of the twenty-four hours 
reproduced in cold print and read to a 
laughter-loving crowd in search of a son- 
attion. 

This habit of looking at cases of breach 
of promise from their ludicrous side has, 
we think, prevented people "generally 
from forming a true estimate of their 
nature. Why should they not be regard- 
ed seriously }. . Oourting - is a very impor- 
iant business, indeed, though very few 
people seem to look at it in that light, 
and .the foolishness of lovers ia looked 
upon by the sternest and the most severe 
with an indulgent eye. Why then should 
the records of a courtship which ends in 
cruel disappointment to one of those en- 
gaged in it be regarded aa a propor sub- 
ject for mockery aiid jokes and laughter ? 
A promise to marry ia a contract. It ia a 
far-seeing contract, too, in which the 
most important interests of those that 
m^e it are involved. . If a man violates 
a contract in which property to the value 
of a few dollars is concerned incurs a 
penalty and is compelled to pay what are 
regarded as fair damages, why then 
ahould not a penalty, and a heavy one, be 
: attached to the violation of this infinitely 
more important contract? There are many 
people in these days who do not know 
what a moral obligation means. If, by 
breaking a promise, they do not incur 
pecuniary loss, they cannot be said to 
consider the p'romiae as binding. They 
-enter into engagements to the violation 
of which no monny penalty is attached, 
aad with no intention of keeping it, and 
they break it when it suits their con- 
venience without a scruple. They look 
upon it as most unreasonable to expect 
them to keep a promise, for the non-ful- 
filment of which tho party injured hiis 
no redress in l.iw. Tiie law is the 
jneasuro of tho conscience and tho weight 
•«f an obligition is proportioned to the 
amount of the penalty incurred by dis- 
xegarding it. Should there not be, in 
order to keep attoh persons up to their 
word, some penalty attached to a breach 
of promiso of nmrriago ? Should not tho 
.law aCTord some rumody for tho party 
whose feelings have been trilled with, 
atid whoso pro.specta havo been injured / 
Wo aro not auro til it strict justice doea 
not require that Hucli a breiieh of contra 
should be punished with lino an 
imprisonment. Tho chanco of damngos 
At the hands of an ignorant and unayiu- 
patliising juj^y 'does not meet its plain 
demands^ " ' ' ■ • ' ' ' 

An honest and an honorable man con- 
siders a promise of marriage sacred 
Once made, ho will suffer anytliint, 
rather than break it. Against such men 
theco is no law. But ddos not tho moial 
sense of mean, shifty follow.s, who cinnot 
comprehend tho sacrodiiess of such an 
obliLjation, require to bo stimulated liy a 
atringonb law imposing a heavy penalty 



on those who breiik a promiso to marry ? 
Thisiaw might not bo often invoked, but 
ib raight bo on the statute book for the 
protection of the innocent and conCding. 
Tho knowledge that it was there would 
keep many a lover, inclined to bo faith- 
lea.?, up to tho scratch. It would net in 
something like the same way that 
physical force does in tho case of nations. 
It Would be always in the background 
ready to be resorted to in case of need. 
The knowledge that it is there acts as a 
deterrent and prevents it.s being used. . 



appear, that the- very first sentence of 
hia leader on "The Speech from tho 
Throne"' reads as follows: "Tho one 
great fundamental peculiarity of tlio 
Speech from the Throne is, that it is an 
adaptation from the platforms of tho 
Independents and the Opposition," He 
surely does not expect the Independents 
to oppose their own policy. If tho 
Government's policy is ."in harmony 
with their views " all our contemporary's 
doubts are resolved, and the intentions of 
the Independents need not give him any 
more uneasiness. 



OCEAN CATTLE TRADE. 

Mr. iPlimsoU has given great offence to 
mehihants and. others interested in 
the cattle trade of the 'Dominion. He 
has published a pamphlet containing 
statements with regard to the treatment 
of the cattle sent to Great Britain, which 
those Canadians acquainted with the 
business declare to be grossly untrue. 
An investigation has been entered iato, 
and Mr. PlirasoU has been asked to pro- 
duce'proof of the^J^ertions-whioVhe has 
made.' This he has not tried to do. Tho 
evide^Jpe^ adduced -r^bowSj that no, such 
drfillties* 'as Mn Plimsoll olia'rge's the 
cattlemen with are practised. Mr. Plim- 
soU takes exception to the testimony on 
the ground that it is given by interested 
witnesses. The evidence shows that it 
is the men in charge of tho catile 
rather than tho cattle that aro ill- 
treated on tlio passage. The accommoda- 
tion which they got on board tho cattle 
ships does not appear to be as good as 
that which would be given to doi;s that 
possessed any market value. Any ill- 
treatment which the cattle receive is suf. 
fered before they are placed on 
board the ships. The accommodation on 
the wharves is insufliciont, and the 
animals aro not very well used by thi se 
who aro employed to keep them together 
and to get them on board the ship. Once 
embarked, their trcatmont does not ap- 
pear to be at all bad. There is a diaputo 
aa tf>^ ^0W rouohToom js required for each 
animal. " Are twolfoet six inches, or two 
feet eight inches, the proper width for 
each berth ? " is the principal question 
in dispute. 

Some of the cruelties alleged to have 
been practised on tho cattle on board 
ship aro : they are packed like lierring.s ; 
li,:;hted torches are applied to their ears 
to keep them awake; fires are built 
under them to prevent their lying down ; 
they are deprived of food and drink ; 
they are bruised, and sickened through 
ill-treatment; the . cruelty with which 
they are treated Un^ts Atbem/iCor market 
when they arrive at a- British port. ' As a 
result of these barbarous praQtices, the 
animals die before they reach port in 
huge numbers. This ia a very formidable 
bill of indictment, but it is against the 
Atlantic cattle trade as a whole, American 
as well as Canadian. The Canadian 
cattle merchants and others emphatic- 
ally deny that any of these 
cruelties are practised in ships sailing 
from Canadian ports. And, indeed, 
it does seem unreasonable to.iiuppose they 
would be. O'ttle dealers are surely nut 
such fools as wantonly to injure the com- 
modity they deal 'iat^ any extent.. The 
value of the cattle ezporied depends upon 
the condition they are in when they 
reach the port of destination. It 
would be idiotic as well as inhuman to 
treat there in such a way on the voyage 
that any of them would bo uiimarkotnble 
when it is ended. For their own sakes, 
if not for tho sake of the cattle, tho Can- 
adian shippers would take the best pos- 
sible care of the animals while they are 
on shipboard. Self-interest requires the 
cattle to bo humanely treated, and self 
interest generally manages to accomplish 
its purposes. It seems to 
far ' more reasonable to suppose 
that Mr. Plimsoll hag ' been i 
posed upon than that Canadians would 
systematically injure their own property 
and lesaon its value. 

Tho treatment of cattle on the voyage 
across tho Atlantic will bo mudo tho aiih- 
joct of strict inquiry. Parliament, at 
Mr. PlimsoU's suggestion, has taken the 
matter in hand. That venerable humani- 
tarian's intention' is to do away with the 
ocean live catde trade altogether. This 
is the object of the measure which he has 
before Parliament. ' Oanadians declare 
that such a law will do the Dominion 
serious injury. We hardly think Parlia- 
ment will do unnecessary harm to 
Caniidian commerce. It is therefore safe 
to conclude that it will not pass Mr. 
PlimsoU's bill until the membera aro con- 
vinced that humanity requires that a stop 
be put to the live cattle trade between 
Great Britain and America. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

TiiK organ of tho Oppositi-n appears 
to bu considerably exercised about tho 
course wliicli the Inde])ondciit mombera 
intend to pursue.

The Columbia River salmon pack dur- 
ing the past year was largo (429,000 cases), 
especially when the fact is taken into 
consideration that the taking of fish was 
delayed a month owing to difibrences be- 
tween the canners and the fishormen's 
union. The pack was ono of tho finest 
over put up on tho river, and brouL'ht 
better prices abroad than did the packs 
of former years. The impression that 
the salmon in the Columbia River is do- 
creasing in numbers is erroneous, and 
tho past season saw more hsh in the river 
than for years previous. ,

Tho Grand Jury of tho Special Assize 
Botnra a True Bill Afiraiust 
Lawrence Wlielau. 



His Trial for tlie Murder of D. 1\ 
Fee, Jr., fostpoued Until the 
ttOtli instant 



Impatient jurors, who had been summon- 
ed to attend at 10 o'clock, Glled the Supreme 
Court room from that hour until 11.1^0 yes- 
terday morning, and waited iu vain for tho 
appearance of tho judge. His Lordship, 
the Chief Justice, took his seat on the beach 
shortly after 11.20, ond the formalities of 
opening the special session of assize com- 
menced. 

Mr. E. B. Carmiehacl was chosen us fore- 
man of the Grand Jury, which was com- 
posed of the following true und lawful sub- 
jects of our sovereign lady, tho Queen : W. 
J. Anderson, Wm. Atkins, \\'m. Croft, A. A. 
Clayton, John Coughhin, \V. T. Drake, J. 
C. Devlin, C. A. Holland, John Kinsman, 
A. J. Mouat, G..A. MoTavish, Angus Mc- 
Keown, E. Piorson, J. B. Peorson and W. 
Ridgway Wilson. 

In addressing tho Grand Jury, His Lord- 
ship said that tho reason that they had 
been summoned together, was, he believed, 
well known to all. On Christmas Day, the 
citizens of Victoria were greatly shocked to 
hear that at midnight, at tho very door of a 
church, where a religious ceremony of the 
very highest interest was being conducted in 
celebration of the anniversary of the intro- 
duction of pence and good will to all man- 
kind; on that very night, and under these 
cirounistancc.i, a young man, the eateem.Ml 
son of an estimable father, had been shot to 
death under circumstances which this day 
it would be tho duty of the jurors to en- 
quire into. He hud been shot down at tho 
side and in tlio presence of a companion, 
und tho cause of lieath ha<l been found in 
the poor young fellow's body. The man 
who tired the death shot had given himself 
up, and acknowledged that he was guilty of 
tho homicide. Tho facts of how poor Fee 
came to his death, tho cause of death, and 
the identity of tlio manslayer wore clear, 
and if the grand jury decided that Whelun 
should be put upon his trial for murder, it 
would be for them to return a true biU. 

Having retired for consultation, the grand 
jury iu a quarter of an hour ' returned, 
bringing in a true bill against Lawrence 
WhcUn. 

The prisoner was then brought in, and 
placed in the dock, where be stood until the 
inrlictinent had been read over to him. He 
wore tlie same hluok suit and light over- 
coat thatjie appeared in in the police court, 
was cleanly shaved, with the exception of 
his heavy red moustache, and looked un- 
concerned and unmoved by the awful posi- 
tion in which ho finds himself. . 

'I'ho charge having been read, he himself 
pleaded "Not guilty," and Mr. D. M. 
Eberta announced that ho had been re- 
tained, only a lew momenta before, to con- 
duct the defence. His client had, hereto- 
fore, been uudcfeuded, and was in no posi- 
tion to go to trial. He was now in commu- 
nication with his friends in San Diego, and 
an adjournment would be absolutely neces- 
sary. 

The Attoraey-Oeneral, who appeared for 
the Crown, said that he could ofFer no ob- 
jection to a reasonable adjournment, but he 
thought two weeks would be enough. 

His Lordshipi while failing to see the ne- 
cessity of an adjournment, remanded the 
case until Friday, tho 30th iust. 

Joseph Silk, charged with being an oc- 
cessary, has not been arraigned yet, and 
there is a possibility of the charge against 
him being withdrawn.

Tansrible Evidence of its Wealth 
BroDglit Down by Mr. 
Bogers, M. P. P. 



What is Being Uoiie— Promisinff Pros- 
pects—A Vast Amount of 
Mininif Under Way. 

Mr. S. A. Rogers, M. P. P., who has ar- 
rived to represent his constituency in the 
provincial piirlianient, brought down with 
him, as proof of the wealth of bis district, 
a bur of gold, 0S4 fine, weighing 25 ounces 
and valued at S.'il.'?, taken from the Island 
Mountain mine, and a smaller one of 8G1 
fine, taken from an alluvial deposit on 
Regg's Gulch. It is estimated at .?'2()(). 
Island Mountain is situated on the new 
Cariboo waggon road, and is abreast and 
north of Jack of Clubs' creek. The ore 
averages from S<'!1 to §,12 to the ton from 
the coneentratca. The Black Jack Quart/-. 
Co. are aiuking on tlieir ledge and havo 
founil a nice hiiily of ore. The extension 
of this claim i.s situated in the old Williams' 
Creek canyon, and they are crushing tho 
rock at the Government Itcdiiction 
works, whose superintendent, ilr. Martin, 
Buys that everything there looks very well. 
The winter lia.s been very mild, the snowfall 
has been very liLdit, and few of the alluvial 
mines are working. 

On Conklin's Gulch several claims are 
working. Tho Long Tunnel Co., worked 
by George Ferguson, ex-M.P.P., Henry 
McDerinott, and Alexander Couts arc still 
working on their claim. The Cora Co. havo 
struck a good prospect and are preparing to 
put their mine in shape, take out metal, und 
hope to do exceedingly well. The Ontario 
company is prospecting with well grounded 
hopes C'f soon reaching gold. Boyce and 
Goldstein are looking for the White Pine 
lead. .Mr. Shepherd and Mr. Charles 
Ramus are endeavoring to find a hill 
channel. 

At Williams Creek, they have not been 
able to work BO far this winter, becan.se of 
too much water, On Cunningluun's (;reuli, 
Messrs. Sharp, McKen and Wiiitrip are 
working willi fair pronpecta of doing excep- 
tionally well. On hightning Creek, the 
Pionan/.a coiiipiiny are still working with 
wonderful perfcveratieo in search of a 
"boriaii/.i."

son. 'J'hey havo erpendefl thousands of 
dollars, uiul il, as to bo hopod their |)er.ic- 
veranee, pluck Jnd enterjjrise will be fully 
rewarded Another company liaf> been 
recently formed 6u Poor Man's Gulcli, and 
has taken up ground and sunk two or three 
shafts with strong hopes of being richly re- 
paid. Tho company is composed of the 
veteran prospector, William liarker, from 
whom Harkcrvillo has been named, Cyrus 
Rowo, Frank Qrr, David Edwards and Geo. 



Munro. In the neighborhood of this claim 
Mr. Sullivan has been supposed to be 
doing well for a number of years. Other 
claims on the creek are those of Murlin 
Brothers and James Coyne, who are work- 
ing with varying success, also Henry Jones 
and Mr. Tregellau, whic]^ latter are trying 
to strike an overlooked;piec^,'pf ohaunol in 
the South Wales G6nip«n^a'Ctlaim. 

The reduction works have been put up ou 
u much larger scale than formerly, and, 
under tho able suporintendonoeof Mr. Mar- 
tin, will, no doubt, be able 
to treat all the ores which come 
there. At the Forks of Quesnelle, 
several largo companies havo established 
themselves, and there will bo a largo ex- 
penditure of money there this season — at 
least I5;40,000 to ^50,000— on two or three 
workings. A company on Snow Shoo 
Creek is sinking on bedrock. Tho shaft is 
down 72 feet, and they intend drifting 
through into the channel, with every hope 
of a very rich find.

sound throughout its entire fourteen feet, 
lut hiia suffered torsion at one oiid of 
•which, where it broke ofl on about the 
centre of one of th>i piles when falling. 
1 counted stvon broken joists, with long 
torn friicturos, whero the tibres hud boon 
greatly in tension below the neutral axis, 
Bimilar to the sliding of the loaves of a 
liook. The point of floor which gave way 
first was that point marked * on plan 
(accompanying), judging from the sjeneral 
situation of the debris. The piles are all 
uninjured; as also are the remainder of 
the caps and joists. The fact of this long 
cap being unbroken in the wliolo of its 
length proves the correctness of tho cal- 
culation as to its breaking weight. Tlio 
piles did not crush, because it would be 
impossible to crush them ; they would 
tear 450 tons each. I cannot form an 
opinion as to what would bo tho cause of 
tlie piles collapsing. My opinion is that 
the pile was out of tho perpendicular be- 
fore the wharf was put on it. 1 ex- 
amined tho foundation of the pile ; it 
■was simply seated on a horizontal base. 
There are one or two other piles that are 
not perpendicular now. 

To Mr. Irving — The piles out of the 
perpendicular nov might have been dis- 
turbed by the concijssion caused by the 
accident. 

To Mr. Taylor— Tiiere was a perfectly 
level base for the piles to rest on. All 
the others now standing have horizontal 
buses. The only n ay the accident could 
liavo happened was through one of the 
piles getting out of perpendicnlar. 

To a juror— It is a well constructed 
wharf. 

To Mr. Taylor — It is not usual to put 
braces. The reason the distances be- 
tween thoui are irregular was that thoy 
had to seek a horizontal base. Tho bases 
wliere the piles rest are at least throe or 
four feet square. 

To Mr. Irving — There were the best 
approved methods of construction used, 
and every precaution was taken to secure 
a sound building. I should not , adopt 
further or other bracing, it would not bo 
usual ur necessary. Cement would nut 
ba necessary. It would be unwise to use 
it. It would bo practically setting the 
piles in a bucket of water, and would 
have a tendency to rot the feet of tho 
piles. There would be no fear of a pile 
alipping with weight upon it ; nor with- 
out weight, when'^in tho perpendicular. 

To Mr. Taylor— Tho only oilier wuy to 
secure Ihe pile would be to use a cast- 
iron shoe ; I never saw that done on a 
wharf. Portland cement upon a rock 
round a pile would simply have adhesion, 
and its adhesion to a rock is very slight. 

To a juror — My opinion is that the 
piles now standing, but out of plumb, 
slipped owing to the uneven distribution 
of weight caused by tho destruction of 
the centre pile. 

To Mr. Taylor- The accident might 
have been caused : 

(1) By tho blasting ; 

(2) By floating logs ; 

(3) By the collapse of the fallinjr por- 
tion. 

I could not say the piles now out of 
plumb were so before or after tlie acci- 
dent. One of the piles must have been 
out of plumb from whatever cause to 
have caused the ccUfl^se of the vbarf. 

To Mr. Irving — The collapse of the 
wharf would have caused a number of 
piles to couio down if they had been out 
of plumb before. It is probable that all 
the piles now standing were plumb before 
the accident. 

To Mr. Taylor— Even if the base of tho 
^e were removed entirely, it would still 
Toraaiu suspended if there was i",) weight 
upon it, owing to the fact that the drift 
bolts were suflicient to held them. 

This being the entire evidence, the 
jury devoted half an hour to considera- 
tion, and then returned the following 
verdict : 

We, the Coroiior'a jury oinpanolled to iiKiiiire 
Into tho ciiu'iu o£ tho death of Andrew I'ilko. 
alias Fox, Tliorna^ HigRins, Patrick Ilaggart 
and Lawrence Foshler, find as (oUoMTs: 

First,— 'rhat tho deceased camo to their ' 
dunthr, hy drownins, OP snffbcatlon, from acci- 
dental causcB. 

Second,— That tho decoasnd had ample tliuo 
to make their cscapo from tho falling building 
after feollng tho first slnklnR of tho building. 

Third,— That tho structure was well and 
proporly built and capable of sBstaining all the 
■wclKht that was thoro at the tiino ot the acci- 
dent, under ordinary circumaUmcos, and Uiat 
the partial collauso of thestrucnirc was caused 
by BOiiio tot-allv unforcMcenViccideiit. 

Fourth,— That the owners did everything in 
their power, previous to Uio accident, to have 
.tite structure put in llrst cluus repair, and tluit 
' Jio blame attaches to thorn.

We are only four or 
live days by steamer from Boston and 
New York, tlio grout distributing centres 
for this article, and freights aro low. 
Wood for tho manufacture of the packing 
boxes is easily obtained. If, then, we 
can produce an article suited to the taste 
of American eousuiners there can bo no 
doubt that a better market will bo found 
for it than by tlie ordinary metht)d of 
drying it hard, and thus reducing its 
weight, and witli tliat tlio price, I'nless 
tho duty in tho United States proves to 
be prohibitory, a future is in store for tho 
Nowfoiindla'nd bnheloss codfish. 

Tho process of making the boneless 
cod-lish, as described by iMr. Kielson, is 
easily understood. Tho tish aro lirst 
-washed carefully, then put in pickle in 
large butts from wliicli it is taken ac- 
cording as the orders come in. After 
being taken from the picklo tho fish are 
loft to drain for one day, and then put to 
dry for only one or two days. Then it is 
taken to tho factories to be skinned,' 
dressed and packed. First tho fins are 
removed with a knife ; then the skm is 
torn off with the hand. The backbone is 
removed as well asj the nape-bones, and 
also the black membrane. All flesh 
affected by blood, tho filament about tho 
nook and all dark spots aro carefully cut 
out. Tho skin of tliu fish is manufaoi 
tured into gluo and sold to tho factories 
often as liigh as §25 per ton. Tho bonos, 
fins and othor refuse aro sold to the 
gaano factories at $5 per ton. Thus

Af er thii Hall liaa thus been skiuned/' 
and tlriissetl it is cut up in clifl'eront ways' 
and packud in dilFcront sized boxes from 
500 pounds down to five pound boxes. 
Some (lah aro not nut at iill but packed 
in their full size in boxes, others aro cut 
across to suit the box they iiro packod in, 
and Bonio aro cut in loni,' strips. Be- 
tweon each layer <,f (ish when packed in 
their boxes is sprinkled some preservative, 
generally cousistini,' of boraeic acid and 
cUlonde of sodium. Tliis prevents tho 
fash from turninj; red and helps to keep 
It m good condition for a considerable 
time. Ihe boxes most in use are 50 
pounds and (50 pounds. 

Largo quantitifs of the fish are put up ' ■ 
in bricks, which are small, square*'- 
bundles of fish woigliin;,' one and two ' 
pounds each. Tlieso aro made by cut- 
ting tho akiiined and dressed fish into 
square pieces, C inches long and ',]] 
inches wide. This is done, either by hand 
or machinery. Then the pieces aio put 
into strong woodon presses which, 
when filled, aro placed underneath a 
screw. The presses aro divided into 
compartments by thick iron plates. After 
being pressed the bricks are taken out 
and packed in boxes, mostly 40 lbs. to 
60 lbs. Tho dimensions of the bricks 
are (i x 3] x 2^ inches, and the weight 2 
lbs. Another way of putting up boneless 
fish is to press it in cylinders 14 inches 
long inside. Tho fish, after being pressed 
in the cylinder, are cut according to 
marks indicated on tho inside of the 
cylinder in four equal parts, leaving each . 
brick or roll 3 A ii dies in length. • 

The packing of bricks is generally done ''' 
by women who, in Gloucester, are paid 
ton cents per 100 lbs. for sprinkling and 
packing. Tho skinning is done by men, 
who are also piiid per lOO lbs. of fish for 
skinning, dressing and packing, tho wages 
varying from 25 cents to 40 cents per

A KEMABEABLB ST£1KE. 

It Stops All Traffic at BI6 Janeiro— Many 
Lives Sacrificed. 

'' New York, Jan. 14.— Advices received 
from San Paulo, Brazil, give details of a 
I'uumrkablu four duya' Etriko at liio Jan- 
eiro, the iirst week in Dcceiubur, which 
r suited in tho loss of many lives and the 
entiru stoppage of traffic. 

Becoming alarmed at tho proposed 
eiiiictmont of laws, which, the strikers 
cliiimed, threatoned tho drivers with 15 
years' imprisonment in case they should 
c.iuao bodily injury by imprudence in fast 
driving, and 30 years on the Island of 
Fernando de Norhanaif they should cause 
tho dontli of any individual conductor, 
driver, cartman and the liko, stopped 
work and prevented any vehicle or hand 
car from passing through tho streets. 

The tracks of the tramways were re- 
moved and public buildings threatened. 
Military forces were sent to the business 
parts of the large city and suburbs to pro- 
tect life and property. The gas works 
were surrounded by a battalion of infan- 
try, because it was feared that the strikers 
would destroy tho works in order to put 
tho city in darkness. Artillery was posted 
in tho barracks near Marshal Deodoro's 
hiiuso, to sweep the plaza de Ackmacao 
clear if necessary. Ropes were stretched 
by the riotera from one side of the street 
to the other to prevent the cavalry from 
passing. 

Duruifit tho night sWrmislws eontinued 
between • the strikers and the armed 
forces, and many wore wounded and some 
killed. Military surgeons were in attond- 
auce and the wounded were immediately 
removed. No meat was to be had. At 
one railway station 150 animals were 
waiting to be removed to tho butcher 
shopd, but no one came for them, and 
this in the tropics is a serious matter. 
The station was guarded by cavalry and 
infantry 

Count de Ilerzborg, manager of the 
Undertakers' company, notified the p lice 
that he was uuaulo to bury tho dead. 
Gen. Btrnardino Vasquaes was appointed 
commander- in»ohief of the whole police 
force and tho seceding army. The soldiers 
wore fui y armed. 

The tirst regiment of cavalry and 
Second of Artillery encamped in the plaza 
of tho republic. Hundreds of rioters 
were arrested. Tho streets were cleared 
by tho cavalry at a full gallop, wounding 
and killing indiscriminately. 

It was duiing the night of tho second 
day that the meat in tlio stations was re- 
moved by the artillery cm their annnu- 
I ition wagons, and by tirenion, escorted 
by infantry and cavalry. 

The strikers gave in the fourth day, 
not because troops forced them to, but 
because it began to rain. It poured down 
so that it was not possible to remain in 
tho streets. None of the strikers took 
advantj^e of their opponents' absence, 
and business and traffic went on as before. 
Thu9 ended such a strike as h»s never 
before been seen in Rio Janeiro, and 
which has cost many lives and thousands 
of dollars.

Wasiiinoton, Jan. 16. — Stanford, from 
tho committee on public buildings and 
grounds, to-day reported to tlio senate with 
favorable recommendation, increasing by 
4450,000 the sum already appropriated for 
the purchase of a site for a public building 
at San Francisoo.

SIBERIAN SEALS. 

The Bnsslan Qomnment Will Sliortly Invite 
Bids for.Them. 

Sam Franoisco, Jan. 16. — The Alaska 
Commercial company will soon have to 
meet an important issue. In February 

next its contract with the Russian govern- 
ment to proouro seal skins from Siberian 
rookeries will expire. The question of re- 
newal is already under consideration by the 
government. The terms under which tho 
first contract was made were exceedingly 
satisfactory to tho company. A yearly 
rental of §50,000 was p,vid and each skin 
brought two roubles, which in American 
currency is equivalent to about ?1.6(). Tlic 
catch of seals has also been uniformly satis- 
factory, and no seasons were especially dis- 
appointing. Last year over 60,000 skins 
were obtained, as opposed to 21,000 re- 
ceived by tho North American company 
from the Behring'a Sea rookeries. The 
Siberian skin, while not so much prized 
as the Alaskan fur, yet'' docs not fall very 
much behind in value. 

The Russian government, as has already 
been published, ia besot with proposals 
from a dozen companies on 1 syndicates to 
purchase the Siberian sealing rights and 
stock is iibnoriiiiUly high. It ia uiiilci-atooii 
the governiiiciil has refused to relet tlie 
eontriiL-t to the present liolilera iirider exiat- 
ing terms. An iiiereaued yearly rental is 
uaked, and tlie price of skins raiacd from 
throe to ten roubles. It becoiiios a question 
then whether the contract will be resumed 
hy tho Alaska Commercial company at these 
ligu res. 

A prominent sealing shipper has this to 
Biiy of t)ie issue involved in tho reletting of 
the enntriiet, "If the old company does 
not secure the privilege, it will undoubt- 
edly 1)0 sold to one of several European 
companies now coiiipoting for it. In this 
cat"! tlie sealing monopoly will have its 
centre in Europe and this country will lose 
an important revenue. .Statistics show 
that seals are most numerous on the 
Siberian coast. The company, therefore, 
that secures the Siboriai^ rookeries 'will 
control the markets. It is' Stated that the 
Alaska Commercial company has retained 
of last season's catub over 60,000 skins ex- 
peothi£^a rise in the market.
